Advocates of home rule for Chicago's 
public utilities won their first victory 
yesterday, but it was a different kind of 
victory from what some of them expected. 

Instead of giving home rule into the 
hatds of the city council, a subcommit- 
tee of the jegisiative committee on public 
utilities voted to report,a bill providing 
for a municipal utilities commission, to 
be appointed by the mayor. 

The action of the subcommittee war 
consitlered a slap at the city council and 
the permanent charter commission. 
which had caused the introduction of 
the. Frankbouser bill, providing for loca! 
control of utility corporations as the al- 
dermen saw fit. Medill McCormick, chair- 
nian of the legislative committee, ané his 
associates said a strong commission ap- 
pointed by the mayor was the only pro- 
posal which would pass the legislature. 

Sees Fight Ahead. 

"We hope we may be able to present 
to the house a bill drawn under the terms 
of the Hamlin resolution,’ said Mr. Mc- 
Cormick. ‘ If this bill, when presented. is 
unsatisfactory to the city council or te the 
mayor, the Chicago members of the utii- 
ity committee will undoubtedly seek to 


jhave a bill introduced embodying council 
| control, along with the bill indorsed by 


the Hamlin resolution. 

*“ So far ag I have been able to test the 
sentiment in the house we can pass the 
bill proposed by the Hamlin resolution. 
Our ability to pass the other is more 
doubtful, for it will be opposed by Cook.

Iron Workers Strike, 

The structural iron workers declared a 
strike Friday night. They want en in- 
crease ip wages forthe three years. They 
offered no. objection 1o ‘the agreement, 
however. There are 1,200 of them. 

The situation da betweert the contract- 
ors and the painters, lathers, sheet meta] 
workers, and structural iron workers, is 
not serious, and were these the only 
unions to reckon with there would have 
been little interruption of building. 

But when the 16,000 carpenters voted to | 
strike and quit virtuglly all the jobs April 
15 the situation was given a different 
complexion. The Building Construction; 
Empleyerg’ association and the Building 
Trades council tried every way they 
knew of to prevent the break. 

It was the behest of the Building Con- 
struction Employers’ association that the 
board of directors and the arbitration | 
committee of the Carpenter Contractors’ 
,asociation “ bent overbackward”’ to use 
one of the member's expression, and of- 
fered the 2% cents an hour increase for the 
last eighteen months of the three year 
sgreement te prevent a strike. | 

This offer was in direct opposition to the 
preachments of the architects, Bullding 
’ Construction Employers’ association, and 
other organizations during the w-nter. 
‘Letters at intervals were sent out by thege 
parent organizations to the affiliated 
roembers calling attention to the depres- 
sion of business in the city and urging all 
| ontractors not to inerease wages vind the 
. next three years. 


Roils the Contractors. 

' However, the compromise 2% cent offer 
was made to the arbitration committee of 
the Carpenters’ District council and never 
was acted on by the rank and file of the 
- carpenters. The fact that this offer wes 
practically ignored by the carpentere 
roiled the contractors. The members of 
the carpenters’ union had voted to strike 
prior to the offer of 2% cents an hour tn- 
‘creage for the last half of a three year 
contract. And so, on April 15, the date 
of the expiration of the old agreement, 
the men packed up their tools and wont 
home, 

After the state board of arbitration 
failed. to bring the two factions together, 
Simon O’Donmell, president of the Bulld-

Ottawa Agrees to Compro- 
mise with State on Dam 
at Starved Rock. 


Ottawa, Ill., May 1.—{Special.]—The 
greatest handicap to Gov. Dunne’s deep 
waterway project was overcome tonight 
when, at a meeting held here, representa- 
tives of the state and of the cities of 
Ottawa and Marseilles reached an agree- 
ment by which Ottawa's protest on the

Incidentally, I presume, the man and marriage are supposed to compen- 
sate self-sacrificing Mary for having lost her great professional opportunity 
in order to remain by her mother’s side and other personal ambitions of 
which she was so full at the start of the story. Let ug hope so. Also let us 
hope that this man is wholly satisfied with his modern mate who can 80 
ecmpetently get along without him. I forget that he has previously demon- 
strated his male right of possession by thrashing an objectionable school 
superintendent who was harsh to the competent Mary. Just what good the 
thrashing of the school superintendent does to Mary the author forgets to 
state. At least it shows that modern man has not lost his ancient power 
of conquest, and so rounds out the proposition symbolically: old fashioned 
man fought with his fists for his (inferior) old fashioned woman; modern 
man can fight, at a pinch, for his new, equal, modern woman. Everybody

HORTLY after England had declared war.on Germany our cable to 
America was cut. When we learned what reports the English govern- 
ment was spreading there we were amazed. We were used to con- 
sider the individual Englishman as a man who would find it beneath 
his dignity to deviate from the truth, and we had drawn our conely-' 
sions in favor of the whole nation. England has destroyed this opinion. _ 
There is one thing which is still more disdainful than Nes, and that Is 
hypocrisy. It was shouted to all the winds that England—of course, nobody 
will doubt that the English are the most unselfish people in the world—had 
to take arms against Germany as Belgium's heroic protectors. The pathos-of, 
moral wrath seems rather artificial if one reads the letter of Sir Edward 
Grey to Sir E. Goschen, dated Aug. 1, 1914, in which he says: “ The German 
ambassador asked me whether, if.Germany gave a promise not to vidtate 
Belgium's neutrality, we would engage to remain neutral. I replied ‘¥ comid 
not say that. . . . I did not think that we could give a promise of. aeu- 
trality on that condition alone.” : iid 
Naturally it was carefully concealed that since 1906 England had made all 
detailed arrangements with Belgium about the sending of troops to that 
country, in case. of a Franco-German war, by way of Dunkirk, Calais, and 
Boulogne, so that this often mentioned neutrality had long since. ceased -to 
exist. The documents found in Brussels are in our hands, and have been 
published for every one who wishes to know the truth. It was equally well 
concealed that French troops were in Belgian fortresses long before we 
crossed the frontier, so that if for our self-protection we had not advanced 
at once England, France, afd Belgium would have pushed thetr combined 
forces toward our country. We had informed Belgium twice that we did ’ 


‘not come as énemies, and had offered full damages if it let our troops march 


peacefully through its territory. But the unfortunate country had given up 
its freedom .and. had to do as England dictated. Now the Belgians Know 
how utterly they were misled by England, and English prisoners must be 
protected by our soldiers against the fury of that people. - ; bas 
= * 
AN all bombastic speeches win back the loss of England’s prestige as’ 
the greatest power on the seas, since a few German cruisers have. 
become the terror of the English merchant marine and the much 
admired navy of our enemy is not strong enough to protect its eom- 
merce? . 

Can it be denied that, as all other means failed, England tried to starve 
our country, and so declared war on women and children. And how great 
was its astonishment and impotent fury when we answered that our sub- 
marines would go to work to stop the import to England of contraband and 
all such goods England had abitrarily declared as contraband. 

And what did the English government do? It issued a secret order that, 
r2-gardless of the offense given thereby to neutral countries, British ships 
should fiy neutral flags, and many of them were painted in the colors of 
companies of The Netherlands. Twenty-three English steamship companies 
stopped their service and over 20,000 sailors refused to resume their work. 

Can all efforts hide any longer the fact that France and Ruasia are 
greatly disillusioned by the comparative lack of active assistance of England 
in this war. Let us be just. England does not fight for any ideals; its 
attack on Germany was merely dictated by envy and jealousy which the - 
strides of our industry and commerce and the growth of our navy had 
aroused. Can there be enthusiasm in a soldier's heart when most of the 
men of the leading classes stay comfortably at home and indulge in. the 
pleasures of social life while their efforts consist chiefly in trying to induce 
the poorer classes to sacrifice their lives in the interest of the comfort of the 
rich for 10 shillings a day? 

Does any intelligent Englishman believe the continuous assurances ef 
his government of its confidence in final success when Belgium is in our’ 
hands, our troops occupy the northern provinces of France and stand 
in the center of Poland, and over 800,000 prisoners are in Germany? + 

Much has been said about our economic conditions. I merely want to 
state that. within a few weeks 4,500,000,000 marks were taid on the altar of 
patriotism, and a few days/ago this sum was followed by '7,000,000,000 marks. 
The cost of living is not different now than in times of peace, and the 
savings deposits in the month of February alone amounted to 390,006,000 
marks. Life in our cities has its usual aspect, with the one exception tiiat 
they are filled with troops ready to go to the front, 95" 

I wish that Sir Edward Grey, Messrs. Asquith and Churehill, Lord Curzon, 
and many of their friends may live very long. They may then have a chance 
to learn better to understand Germany and the German spirit.

HICAGO’S baseball fans recently 
voted that George “ Buck ” Weav- 

er was the most popular White Sox 
player, but the folks back in the 

little town of Stowe, Pa., voted 

that long ago. Even before Buck became 
the short.‘~= of the Sox the fansin Stowe 


| Were unanimous in the belief that he was 


destined to do great things, and they 
watched with ¢ sthusiasm his rise from 
the home town team to the Chicago club, 
where he has made his mark in the world 
as one of the best of shortstops. 

If Buck Weaver wasn't filled with de- 
termination and persistency it is quite 
possible he still would be back in Stowe 
playing for the home folks on Saturday 
afternoons and perhaps running the town 
billiard hall the rest of the time, The 
world never would have heard of him. 

It was the love of the game that car- 
ried him to the front and one may expect 
Buck to be playing as long as hia body 
will stand the physical strain. After that 
ohe may expect to see him ‘watching 
games from the grandstand or possibly 


running a big league club of his own. 


oe a 

Buck has had to battle his way to the 
front amid strong competition, and he 
has beaten all his rivals and holds the 
job with the White Sox alone. When he 
came up for his first big league trial he 
carried with him a reputation as a weak 
hitter and was said to be erratic in his 
fielding. fe didn’t hit much the first 
year, but he didn’t give up, and persis- 
temcy and continued trying have made 
him a batter of good standing. ‘There were 
times when he did seem erratic and, al- 
though he heaved the ball away many 
times, -he never permitted the mistakes 
to weigh on his mind but weat after the 
next one with greater dash and deter- 
mination than ever. This spirit has been 
rampant in the boy in all his baseball 
career and advanced him when the same 
conditions would have sent many a young 
man back to the old home town in despair. 


~~ 
It was on Aug. 18, 1891, that Weaver 
arrived in the world. He was born at 
Stowe, Pa, where his father still lives. 
His schooling was had there. While he 
Was still in the grades he began playing 
baseball with the small boys on the lots, 
and by the time he was 16 years old he 
was about the best playerintown. While 
he played in other positions than short- 
stop, the latter always was his regular 
position. | : 
It was in the fall‘of 1900 that Weaver 
was first discovered by any one outside of 
Stowe, and his modesty at that time near- 
ly prevented his entering the baseball 
profession. He had been shortstopping 
that summer for a team there known as 
the St. Marys. When the big league sea- 
eon ended a barnstorming bunch of Con- 
nie Mack's team went there to play an 


exhibition game.

‘The Stowe crowd hired some outside 
help. One of the helpers was Charley 
Dooin, then catcher and manager for the 
Phillies. Buck made up his mind to ask 
Pooin for a trial with the big fellows the 
following epring, but on the day of the 
game he nevér got up his nerve, and while 
feeling despondent over the thing that 
evening he was approached by Catcher 
Lapp of the Athletics, who had taken 
notice of the boy's ability. 

When Lapp learned of Buck's ambition 
to get into the game professionally he 
promised to help him. The Athletics had 
a scout named Kennedy, who also was 
present at the game and had seen Weaver 
in action. Lapp took Weaver to Ken- 
nedy and Bu asked fora job. Ken- 
nedy promised to do what he could, but

Bt. Louls, Mo., May 1.—[Special )—For 
the aixth time in the history of the Mis- 
souri Athletic association's marathon, 
Sidney H. Hatch, the 32 year old veteran 
of the Illinois Athletic club, breezed home 
a winner today. Hatch's time, 3:05:35, 
was slow for the race, but the Chicago 
man received little, if any, competition. 
The full marathon distance, twenty-six 
miles, 885 yards was covered. 

The only men who were anywhere hear 
Hatch in the later stages of the race were 
also Chicago runners, and they, too, were 
outclassed by the winner. Olaf Lodal of 
the Danish-American A. C. and Charies 
Mellor of the Logan Square club finished 
second and third, respectively. Lodal's 
time was 3:18:24, while Mellor traveled 
the distance in 3:31:28. 


Maintains Pace. 

The race undoubtedly developed less 
competition and excitement than any for- 
mer race. Hatch maintained a steady 
pace over the entire route. He ran easily 
all the way and as the men who set the 
pace began to tire and drop out he forged 
to the front. To win the event he was not 
forced to extend himself in the least and 
fizished in great condition. 

Lodal and Mellor also ran steady races, 
but were tired by the long grind. 
Mathews, the other Chicago runner who 
was backed to give Hatch a hard race 
failed to come to St. Louis. Only seven 
of the twenty-one starters finished.

Some will be fringed, some stars, some 
white eyed or white edged in every pure 
color imaginable. 

The phlox drummondi grandiflora 
grows one-foot in height, with named 
flowers of scarlet, pink, blue, dark rose, 
or pink. The semi-plena or double spe- 
cies is better for cut flowers than the 
single sorts, 

The Nana compacta rrows in neat, sym- 
metrical little bushes. covered with flow- 
ers until late in the fall. Last summer one 
packet of mixed seed sown in a poorly 
prepared window box had not less than 
twenty-five different phlox blossoms. 

The perennial, the hardy phiox, once 
established in a garden, becomes a joy for 
all time. A small stand of a few white or 
purple or pink produces showy trusses of 
bioom, The suburban garden starting 
phlox now should select a choice variety. 

The W. C. Egan, a vigorous plant, a 
rosy mauve, is popular. The tapis blanc 
‘is pure white, the Widar is violet blue 
with a white eye: Blue, lavender. and 
orange colored varieties are planted in the 
semi-shade, where the color appears fine- 
ly. The sun fades them. The phlox are 
very hardy. 

‘Roses should be pruned back to get 
good bloom. The hybrid rose should be 
cut back to a couple of eyes of last sea- 
son's wood. Tea roses only require thin- 
-ning. Climbers shoula be pruned, the old 
wood cut away, the young shoots tied up..

Flowers in the Parks. 

HE Japanee barberries and the lilacs 
have been running a race of rivoiry 
to see which could get into bud and 
leaf first. With true Jap enterprise 
the barberries are ahead. They 

were the first to throw veils of green 
over the lingering berries of last season 
still on the branches and are first to hang 
out their flowers. The lilacs budded glo- 
riously in luxuriant leaves, but the blos- 
soms, being slower to mature, must come 
later. : 

All the parks have shows of blossoming 
Shrubbery. A greater variety of flower- 
ing shrubs has been added to the local 
collections in recent years. The effécts 
on some of the recently planted lands are 
marvelous. Out on the acres of Lincoln 
park at the foot of Diversey parkway 
rose gardens will make a wilderness 
of pink and white in a few weeks. On 
the larger area nearer the lake the 
tamarix ard different shrubs planted in 
the rich black soll brought from southern 
Illinois are growing as if they had always 
been there. 

Washington park makes a special! fea- 
ture of a shrub collection near its western - 
edge. The bloom began with the forsythia 
and will keep up without intermission 
through the lilacs, deutZias, dogwooda, 
snowberrics, bush honeysuckles, high- 
bush cranberries, bridal wreath, caly- 
canthus, althea, and hardy hydrangeas. 
The weigelias and Japanese quince are 
handgome in color. The flowered almonds 
have sprays of fine pink. A new shrub 
ean be looked for every day from ncw on. 

The wooded island in Jackson park 
begins to unfold the flowery combinations 
which it holds in surprise from early 
spring until fall. The iris must be kept 
under surveillance. The roses bud and

Tulips were ahead of time this year. 
Their stems are not so long because they 
hurried into bloom, and one must make 
the circle tour to see what Humboldt, 
Garfield, and Douglas parks and some of 
the small parks are offering in tulip de- 
signs, red, white, yellow, and variegated. 

At Lincoln park the great lawn before 
the conservatories is spread with oriental 
rugs in tulips. The sunken gardens of the 
west parks are gay and a ribbon of color 


runs in and out the shrubbery from the! 


famous parterre in Washington park. 

The lilies of the valley, early florets, 

and some johnny jumpups are in the bor- 

ders of the old fashioned garden at Lin- 

coln park.

Directions for Making Rugs.

Here is a way to make another 
kind: Rip up and wash all old coate and 
trousers or skirts that have outlived their 
usefulness as garments and cannot be 
made over to advantage.

—— Way to Make Beads, 
sending a nice, inexpensive 

to make heads and ailiae adam whiek 
can be used; for instance: An old plaque, 
of even a pie plate or tray, may be uti- 
lized. Paint the background black and 
make the compound into the shape of any 
fruit or flowers and fasten them to the 
background with glue. A tray placed on 
the sideboard or center table, while the 
plaques are hung on the wall, adds much 
to the appearance of the room. To pre- 
pare the mixture, make one cup of well 
sifted flour into a batter with water, as 
though you were going to mix hot cakes. 
Use a tin plate or the top of a lard bucket, 
put into it a little cleam grease or lard, 
and set the plate on top of the tea kettle 
or anywhere that you can cook a cake 
with stéam. Put enough batter into it 
to make a small cake. You will know 
when It ts done by its-being dry and a 
marble white. Lay the cake out on the 
end of a board and sprinkle over it, as if 
you were salting a cake, a little oxide of 
zinc, and then with a knife ‘ butter’ or 
spread it with any color paint you desite. 
When I am working with this I have a 
long plank and make two cakes of each 
color—pink for rose, green for leaves, and 
so on. This dough gets as hard as stone, 
and one may shape anything from it. I 
forgot to say that after putting on the 
zinc oxide and paint you should work it te 
a dough. You can work with one batel 
for a week, but it is more easily handled 
while fresh.

The sun spots presumably are caused by 
forces which if they exerted themselves 
upon the earth would produce water 
spouts, sand spouts, cyclones, or other 
phenomena which represent elements in 
vortices, But what precise effect these 
solar convulstons have upon our lives is 
more explained by speculation than by 
fact. We know that solar displays are 
followed by changes in the earth's mag- 
netiem, that there have been brilliant dis- 
plays of the aurora borealis and violent 
storms in consequence, but we heave not 
arrived at an understanding of the subtler 
influences which the sun mey have upon 
conditions of human life. 

The solar prominences which appear in 
the illustration above are visible during 
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SUN SPOTS 
an eclipse. Some of the shoots and 
tongues flare out to a distance of 300,000 
milee. They indicate a tremendous force 
behind them, sometimes flashing out at « 
speed of several hundred miles a second.

“The people who are going to write pic- 
tures are those who are successfully pub- 
lishing short stories, novele—people who 
are well read and have trained imagina- 
tions. You can’t do pictures by mechanics, 
and it is idle to expect scripts from people 
who cannot write good news stories or 
magazine articles. This is as big a field for 
intelligence as any other form of expres- 
sion. Trickery and illogicalness don’t go. 
There is a dead seriousness about humor. 
People in comedy don’t know it’s funny— 
they do it seriously, and that is what makes 
it funny to us. 

“Pictures must have in them things that 
can and do happen,” he told me. “ Why, in 
any daily paper there is material for twen- 
ty moving picture stories—comedy, drama, 
educational. Figure out the causes that led 
to the news item, the results that worked 
after it. That's where I get my ideas. I 
clip news stories and file them, got a whole 
library of them at home. I don't sit down 
and have inspirations. 

“I think about things that have really 
happened. That’s where I got the stuff for 
‘The Diamond from the Sky,’ out of actual 
things that people have experienced. One 
doesn’t use the news item just as it is, of 
course. It is merely a kind of mental pro- 
toplasm from which a complete story in a 
train of thought develops, but as long as 
there are actual happenings to be chroni- 
cled by newspapers just that long we're 
going to have plenty of material for mov- 
ing pictures. 

“A man that can write a good scenario 


- takes as much pains and does as much hard 


work as he does to write anything else, and 
every thought that can be done in maga- 
zine stories can be done in pictures. I like 
pictures and believe in ‘em.” 


o~ . 
That is a subject on which Mr. McCardell 
is quite the, pioneer authority. For four- 
teen years he has been doing scenarios. 
Not that the primitive ones were like to- 
day's but that he has been perhaps more 


closely in touch with the scenario end of 


the game than has any other one person. 

In those early days he did “ mutoscopes,” 
the funny little moving things you dropped 
a penny in a slot to peep at through spe- 
cial holes made for the eyes. Though a 
successful newspaper man, having achieved 
distinction on several New Yerk papers, 
where he earned the reputation of being the 
inventor of the colored comic supplement, 
and in magazine ranks as well, he clung to 
his fondness for picture possibilities, until 
now, so great is his suecess in that direc- 
tion, he Is obliged to give up practically all 
of his creative work except script making. 

Only within the last year and a half, 
however, he says, has scenario writing 
paid, and even yet it doesn’t pay as well as 
magazine work. But he likes it. Though 
he used to do them at §5 a reel, now he 
gets a hundred, and last year he disposed 
of 150 scriptse—which isn’t so bad. 

On his word he hasn't any stored up ones 
left in his “barrel.” He is sold out. He 
has done in all some thousand scripts that 
have been filmed, and now as the culminat- 
ing blossom of this slowly and thoroughly 
growing experience he is embarked upon 
doing the world’s greatest photoplay. 

Mr. McCardell's genial appearance is typ- 
ical of the pride which he takes in his work. 
“[ have put my heart and soul into this 
production,” said Mr. McCardell, “and I 
know from the effort that is being ex- 
pended here at the studios of the American 
Film Manufacturing cormpany in producing 
this photoplay that the public will be enter- 
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tained with s rare example of motion pic- 
ture art.” 
Mr. McCardell spoke authoritatively. For 


the company producing “ The Diamond from — 


the Sky” was working day and night 
using every known method—to produce 6 
photoplay that would prove exceptional 7 


I say day and night, because many of the 


scenes are night scenes which the director . 


believed would appear best if made at night 
with strong firelight effects. In the pro- 
duction of motion pictures many methods 
like this arv used to produce natural scenie 
pictures. | 

Mr. McCardell continued. “You have 
probably heard that in order to produce 
‘The Diamond from the Sky’ with all the 
realism outlined in the script the American 
Film Manufacturing company selected a 
special cast. Mr. Hutchinson, president of 
the company, had under consideration 
nearly twenty-five of the leading motion 
picture actresses in America. Of course, it 
was necessary to get a star whose facial 
features and ways were adaptable to the 
part outlined in the scenario. For 
the type of heroine called for in sce- 
nario is a youthful, dark haired girl, excep- 
tionally vivacious. I was grateful, indeed, 
when I was informed that Miss Lottie Pick- 
ford was selected to play the part of the 
leading woman. I could not have chosen a 
more perfect type to interpret the part just 
as it is written. 

“For the role of the hero an actor was 
required whose expression would be one of 
cheerfulness—of kind heartedness. If you 
have seen Irving Cummings smile you 
know how well he fits this part It was 
also necessary for the hero to be ‘heroic’ 
in the full sense of“%he word. There are 
many thrills worked into ‘The Diamond 
from the Sky’ which the leading man must 
interpret. Irving Cummings has the ability 
to portray these ideas perfectly, I believe.” 

Here Mr. McCardell broke into his char- 
acteristic smile. “I must tell you about 
the twe babies, which play important parts 
in the first chapter,” he said. “The offi- 
cials here hunted all over Los Angeles to 
get two babies who could play the parts te 
be taken by Miss Lottie Pickford and Irv- 
ing Cummings as the story progressed. Of 
course, you can see that it was necessary to 
get two babies who would bear some re- 
semblance to Miss Pickford and Mr. Cam- 
mings. After a long search the proper 
babies turned up. But the peculiar part of 
it is that in order to obtain them for use in 
the first chapter of ‘The Diamond from the 
Sky’ Mr. ‘Hutchinson had to promise not to 
reveal their identities. It is rumored that 
they are son and daughter of two wealthy 


* California families—friends of Mr. Hutch- 


inson’s—who would not permit their names 
to be known. I wonder if, when they grow 
up, they will recognize themselves should 
they see this picture.” 

I looked across the vast grounds of the 
American Film Manufacturing company at 
Santa Barbara, Cal, and there were several 
automobiles loaded with people coming in. 

“Here’s ‘The Diamond from the Sky’ 
company now,” said Mr. McCardell “Let 
me introduce you to them. | 

“Here are Miss Pickford and Mr. Cum- 
mings—the heroine and hero. 

“This is Mr. Russell—William Russell, 
who plays the part of Blair Stanley in ‘The 
Diamond from the Sky.’ He is often re- 
ferred to as ‘ Big BilL’ 

“This is Miss Burton, who plays the part 


of Vivian Marston, the adventuress in ‘The ° 


Diamond from the Sky.’ You have seen her - 


in many ‘Flying A’ moving pictures. 

“This is George Periolat, who plays Luke 
Lovell in ‘The Diamond from the Sky.’ 
Luke Lovell is a gypsy character who 
comes into the play as an acquaintance of 
Hagar, the gypsy mother of the heroine.
